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The staff of the House Committee on Science and Astronautics 
plans to hold a series of informal hearings or Panel discussions be- 
ginning June 29 on the subject of high-speed electronic computers. I 
have been informed that you have knowledge which would be valuable in 
connection with these hearings. 


It is planned that the scheduled hearings will provide informa- 
tion concerning the development history of computers, the principles 
of operation, present and projected uses -- including the mechanical 
translation of foreign-language documents -- and other uses which 
could make significant contributions to American science, t echnology 
and industry. It is hoped that testimony"to be given will bring out 
not only the importance of digital computers to research, design and 
business Operations, but also the particular advantages of analogue 
computers for highly specialized uses. Testimony will be obtained to 
show how the United States compares with other countries of the world 
in the development and use of computers, In this connection we are
